TORONTO ARTIST TOM HODGSON AT CONCORDIA UNIVERSITY 


“One should be master of all his skills, not the reverse," is one of the 
quotable quotes of Toronto artist Tom Hodgson who will speak about Creativity is 
Change on Tuesday, March 15th at 8:30 p.m. in room H-420 of the Hall Building, 
Concordia University (Bishop & de Maisonneuve) .,. 

"I felt that I should add more chance to my works so that skill would 
not interfere with my creativity," is another. 

The results are Hodgson's new participatory works -- or process pieces -- 
which can be continued after the works leave his studio. He describes his two- 
sided paintings with reversible sections becoming four-sided paintings which could 
be considered three-dimensional variable sculptures. "I want to insure involvement 
in my works by others," says the artist. 

The 52-year old Hodgson has twenty years of exhibits and awards behind 


him and is teaching at the Ontario College of Art. His topic, Creativity is Change 
is also the title of his latest book (1976). 
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
